Adskwatim; creek, tributary to Doig river, Beatton river, British Columbia-Alberta boundary. 
Cree Indian name meaning ‘‘many beaver-dams.”’ 
Aitken; group of small islands, at the entrance to Laredo inlet, Princess Royal island, Coast 
district, B.C. (Not South Bay.) 
After Maj. G. G. Aitken, Chief Geographer, Department of Lands, Victoria, B.C. 
Albany mountains. See Shickshock. 
Alexander Milne; point; Prince of Wales strait, Banks island, Franklin district, N.W.T 
Changed from Milne to avoid duplication. 
After Rear Admiral Sir Alex. Milne (1806-96). 
Alexandra; falls, Hay river, Great Slave lake, Mackenzie district, N.W.T. ' 
Named by Bishop Bompas, 1872, after Queen Alexandra, then Princess of Wales. 
Allen creek. See Lachine. 
Allen; mount, 10,520 feet, lat. 51° 17’ 50”, long. 116° 13’, sixth of the Ten peaks, Rocky mount- 
ains, British Columbia-Alberta boundary (Not Shakpi). is cae 
Alverstone; mount, 14,492 feet, lat. 60° 21’ 02’, long. 139° 04’ 25”, north of Mt. St. Elias, 
Yukon-Alaska boundary. yf

Amor; lake, draining through Amor de Cosmos creek into Humpback bay, Johnstone strait, 
Vancouver island, B.C. (Not Trout.) 
After Hon. Amor de Cosmos, Premier of British Columbia, 1872-74. 
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Amor de Cosmos; creek, flowing into Humpback bay, Johnstone strait, Vancouver island, B.C. 
(Not Bear.) 
Amphibian; lake, Pigeon river, Tp. 34, R. 13, E. Ist, Manitoba. 
After type of aeroplane used in photographing the area. _

Because of coral (anthozoan) reefs in the Devonian limestone of the mountain.

(Not Appeetetat.)

130° 06’ 13”, British Columbia-Alaska boun- 
dary. 
After Thomas F. Bayard (1828-98), United States statesman and diplomatist. 
Bazalgette; lake, Digby county, N.S. (Not Bazagette.) 
Name of a family in Nova Scotia. 
Bear; river, rising in Annapolis county and flowing into Annapolis basin, N.S. (Not East 
branch of Bear.) 
Bear river. See Amor de Cosmos. 
Beaven; islands, lat. 52° 47’, long. 129° 23’, southwest of Rennison island, Caamafio sound, 
Coast district, B.C. 
After Charles IF’. Beaven, who migrated from Prince Edward Island to Victoria, B.C., 
in 1870. 
Beaven; lake and river, tributary to Rouge river, Arundel township, Argenteuil county, Quebec. 
(Not Bevan nor Bevin.) 
After Stephen James Beaven, Hudson’s Bay Co. agent; hunted hereabouts in 1822. 
Beaver river. See Holmes. 
Beaver Rock river. See Beaverstone. 
Beaverstone; lake, river and bay, Georgian bay, Manitoulin district, Ont. (Not Nuinossung 
nor Nininossang lake nor Beaver Rock river.) 
Bedford; island, Reindeer lake, opposite Swan river, Sask. (Not Swan River.) 
In commemoration of Bedford house which was established in 1796, by the Hudson’s 
Bay Co. on the west side of Reindeer lake. 
Bedford; point, lat. 62° 58’, long. 116° 14’, west shore of Marian lake, Great Slave lake, 
Mackenzie district, N.W.T. 
After a member of a survey party. 
Belfry; lake, Fourchu bay, Cape Breton county, Cape Breton island, N.S. (Not Bellefeuille 
nor Bentink.) 
Corruption of French name Bellefeuille; used by Joseph de la Roque, 1752. 
Bell island. See Ernest Kendall cape. 
Bell; lake, Goschen township, Sudbury district, Ont. Threemile lake is part of this lake. 
Bellefeuille lake. See Belfry. 
Ben D’ Urban mount. See D’Urban. 
Ben Lomond; mountain, lat. 49° 36’, long. 123° 04’, New Westminster district, B.C. 
Bensins; island, South Bentinck arm, Coast district, B.C. (Not King nor Kinkilst.)

Berens; lake, lat. 51° 45’, long. 93° 45’, Berens river, Kenora district, Ont. (Not Sturgeon.) 
After Joseph Berens, Governor of Hudson’s Bay Co., 1812-22. } $ 
Berland; mount, 7,743 feet, lat. 50° 40’ 40’’, long. 116° 02’ 30”, north of Sinclair creek, Kootenay 
district, B.C. 
After Edward Berland, the guide sent in 1841 by the Hudson’s Bay Co. officer at Fort 
Colville to meet Sir George Simpson with a relay of horses. 
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Bess; mount, lat. 53° 21’, long. 119° 22’; also pass, south of mount, British Columbia-Alberta 
boundary. 
Named 1910, after Miss Bessie Gunn, Lac Ste. Anne, Alberta. 
Betchewun; harbour, gulf of St. Lawrence, between Hunting island and the mainland, Saguenay 
county, Quebec. (Not Betchouane.) 
Betchouane harbour. See Betchewun. 
Bevan lake and river. See Beaven. 
Big point. See Etacho. 
Big Fence river. See Chikanishing.

There are hills of black norite on the northwest shores. 
Black point. See Flewin. 
Black Bear creek. See Bastille. 
Blaine; mount, 6,776 feet, lat. 56° 14’, long. 130° 32’, British Columbia-Alaska boundary. 
After James G. Blaine (1830-93), United States statesman. 
Blanche (riviére). See Bourbon. 
Blind Slue (The). See De Horsey. 
Bois (lac des). See Wood. 
Bonaparte; river, tributary to Thompson river, above Ashcroft, Kamloops district, B.C. (Not 
Kluhtows.) 
The name occurs in Archibald McDonald’s diary, 1828. 
Bon D’ Urban mount. See D’ Urban. 
Bonsall; creek, flowing into Stuart channel, Vancouver island, B.C. (Not Bonsill nor Somenos.) 
The farm of Henry Bonsall, breeder of Holstein cattle, is here. 
Borde; island, at entrance to Barnard harbour, Princess Royal island, Coast district, B.C. (Not 
Trouble.) 
After Hippolyte Borde who migrated to Victoria from California, 15 January, 1859. 
Borrowman; bay, west coast of Aristazabal island, Coast district, B.C. (Not Scow.) 
After Andrew Borrowman, Chief Engineer, C.G.S. Lillooet. 
Boscowitz; point, Fisher channel, opposite Dean channel, Coast district, B.C. (Not Walker.) 
After an old-time missionary steamer on the Pacific coast. 
Boto bay. See Deerpass. 
Bourbon; river, tributary to Bécancour river in Stanfold township, Arthabaska county, Quebec. 
(Not Blanche.) 
Bousso; river, flowing into Russell lake, in lat. 63° 10’, long. 115° 45’, Mackenzie district, 
N.W.T. 
After the Roman Catholic missionary at Rae, 1909-15. 
Bracken; lake, Tps. 51 and 52, R. 18, W. Ist, Manitoba. 
After Hon. John Bracken, Premier of Manitoba. 
Bray; lake, southeast of Burntwood bay, lac Seul, Kenora district, Ontario. (Not Clearwater.) 
After Samuel Bray, late Chief Surveyor, Department of Indian Affairs, Ottawa. 
Bréhaut bay. See Loups-Marins (anse aux.) 
Brewster; lake, draining into Campbell river, Vancouver island, B.C. (Not Long.) 
After Hon. H. C. Brewster, Premier of British Columbia, 1916-1918. 
Brian; point, south side of Indian bay, Cape Breton island, N.S. (Not Deadman.) 
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Briggs; inlet, between Emily peninsula and Florence 
B.C. (Not Sisters.) 
, After Thos. S. Briggs, New Westminster, for many years agent of the Canadian 
Pacific Navigation Co. 
Broadview; mountain, lat. 53° 58’, long. 120° 04’, Cariboo district, B.C. 
Brochet (lac); lake, Cochrane river, north of Reindeer lake, Manitoba. 
French for “‘pike’’. 
Brouillard; mountain, 10,050 feet, lat. 52° 17’, long. 117° 52’, head of Chisel creek, Fortress 
lake, Kootenay district, B.C. (Not Misty.) 
Named “Misty” by A. P. Coleman, 1892; changed to Brouillard (French for mist) 
to avoid confusion with Mist mountain, Highwood river, Alberta. 
Brown; cape, between Anderson and Mackenzie rivers, Arctic coast, Mackenzie district, N.W.T. 
Named by Richardson, 1826, after Robert Brown (1773-1858), botanist. 
Brown cape. See Robert Brown. 
Bruce; lake, northwest of lac Seul, Kenora district, Ont. (Not Little Pakwash.) 
After E. L. Bruce, who made geological surveys in the region in 1922. 
Brundage; mount, 6,464 feet, lat. 58° 16’, long. 133° 21’, British Columbia-Alaska boundary. 
After F. H. Brundage, United States section, International Boundary Commission. 
Brushcamp lake. See Johnnie. 
Buchanan; mount, 8,973 feet, lat. 53° 53’, long. 120° 08’, Cariboo district, B.C. 
After Rey. T. Buchanan Kilpatrick, D.D., Knox College, Toronto. 
Buller; creek, tributary to Spray river in Tp. 22, R. 10, W. 5th., Alberta. (Not Upper Spray 
nor Spraylake.) 
After nearby mountain, which after Lt.-Col. H. C. Buller, Princess Patricia’s Cana- 
dian Light Infantry. 
Bullock; channel, between Yeo island and Emily peninsula, Coast district, B.C. 
Burnt Island lake. See Seagrave. 
Burntwood bay. See Paskwachi.

Casba lake. See Ptarmigan. ; 
Casket; mountain, 7,320 feet, lat. 53° 48’, long. 119° 57’; also creek, tributary to Sheep creek, 
Alberta. 
From a rock formation on the mountain resembling a casket. 
Catala; passage, southwest of Price island and connecting Milbanke and Laredo sounds, Coast 
district, B.C. 
After steamer Catala which sailed through the passage, 1925. 
Catalogne; lake and point, Mira bay, Cape Breton island, N.S. (Not Catalone.) 
After Joseph de Catalogne, Lieutenant de la Marine, who held land here; died at Louis- 
bourg 1735; De la Roque, 1752, mentions Pte. de Catalogne. 
Caughagebe lake. See Kakakise. 
Caugheesh lake. See Kakakise. 
Cecilia; lake and creek, tributary to Kakwa river, lat. 54° 05’, long. 120° 05’, Cariboo district, 
B.C. (Not Surprise lake.) 
Named 1928, after Miss Salome Cecilia Machado, Ottawa. 
Chalco; mountain, lat. 53° 24’, long. 119° 46’; and creek, Cariboo district, B.C. 
From copper-like mineral (chalcopyrite) showing at the summit. 
Chaminis hill. See Cheminis. 
Chaperon lake. See Chapperon. 
Chapperon; lake and creek, flowing into Douglas lake, Kamloops district, B.C. (Not Chap- 
eron.) 
After Francois Chapperon, settler, 1876. 
Charbon. (cap au). See North. 
Charboné cap. See North. 
Charles point. See Madigan. 
Charles Richards; point, Ommanney bay, Prince of Wales island, Franklin district, N.W.T. 
Named “Richards” by Ommanney, 1851; probably after Charles Richards, clerk of 
the Assistance. Changed to avoid duplication. 
Charlottenburgh; township, Glengarry county, Ont. 
Probably after Queen Charlotte Sophia (1744-1818), consort of George III. 
Chatfield; island, Coast district, B.C. 
Named, 1876, after Capt. A. J. Chatfield, H.M.S. Amethyst. 
Chatfield; lake, Tp. 20, R. 1, E 1st, Manitoba. (Not Fish.) 
After Chatfield village, Manitoba. 
Checonashing river. See Chikanishing. 
Cheminis; hill, Dufay township, Témiscamingue county, Quebec. (Not Chanmanis, Cham- 
iniss, Chaminis nor Shaminis.) 
Cree Indian name meaning, probably, “big island.” 
Chic Choc mountains. See Shickshock. 
Chikanishing; river, flowing into Georgian bay near Rutherford township, Manitoulin dis- 
trict, Ont. (Not Big Fence, Mitchizinishing, Checonashing nor Chicanishing.) 
Chimsain peninsula. See Tsimpsean. 
Chinchaga; river, South branch, Hay river, Alberta. 
Beaver Indian name meaning “beautiful river.” 
Chipman; mount, east of Keen creek, Kootenay district, B.C. (Not Hardy.) 
After E. E. Chipman, Gold Commissioner and Mining Recorder at Kaslo, 1900-12. 
Chipman; river, flowing from north into Black lake, Fond-du-lac river, Sask. 
Named, about 1896, after C. C. Chipman, Hudson’s Bay Co., Winnipeg. 
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Chippewa; river, South branch, Harmony river, Algoma district, Ont. (Not South branch 
of Harmony.) 
Choked passage. See Rushbrook. 
Choowhels mountain. See Chuwhels. 
Chushina; ridge, running north from the interprovincial boundary, lat. 53° 08’, long. 119° 03’, 
Alberta. 
Stoney Indian word meaning “small.” 
Chuwhels; mountain, 6,200 feet, south of Kamloops lake, Kamloops district, B.C. (Not 
Choowhels.) 
Indian name of mountain, meaning “many ravines.” 
Clarice; lake, north of Labyrinth lake, Ontario-Quebec boundary. (Not Trout nor Truite.) 
Clarke; lake and creek, tributary to Muhigan river in Tp. 66, R. 7, W. 1st, Manitoba. (Not 
Little Muhigan.) 
After Roger Clarke, assistant on survey party. 
Clearwater lake. See Anishinabi. 
Clearwater lake. See Bray. 
Clearwater lake. See Confederation. 
Clemes; creek, tributary to Deadman river in Tp. 23, R. 22, W. 6th, Kamloops district, B.C. 
(Not Williams.) 
Coal point. See North. 
Cobourg island. See Saxe-Coburg. 
Coburg; island, south of Ellesmere island, Franklin district, N.W.T. (Not Cobourg.) 
Replaces non-existent Coburg bay of John Ross, 1818, commemorating Prince Leopold 
of Saxe-Coburg. 
Coffin point. See Gamble. 
Colbourne; creek, tributary to Parnsip river, about lat. 55° 02’, long. 122° 20’, above Misin- 
chinka river, Cariboo district, B.C. 
After Eric Krabbe Colbourne, British Columbia land surveyor; killed in action June, 1915. 
Coli; lake, lat. 51°17, long.94° 35; and creek, draining it into Nungesser lake, Kenora district, Ont. 
After French airman, who, with Nungesser, (q.v.) disappeared on a flight from France 
to North America in 1927. 
Collinson cape. See Richard Collinson. 
Compton island. See Hogan.

The 
selection includes the more important maps published by the various depart- 
ments of the Federal and Provincial Services, whether they are entirely new 
or are revised editions of older maps. 


The catalogue is in six divisions. Maps covering territory exceeding 400 
miles in length or breadth are classified as Dominion. The others are arranged 
by provinces.

the earlier publications, as follows:—
